FIFTY YEARS AGO there was no Salvation Armv. The 
statistics and particulars given on the ci|i]>usitc p.V'c will 
help one to. form some little idea of the extent of the 
development of faith and works, for the glorv of God and 
the hctterment of mankind, that has followed "the consecra- 
tion of William and Catherine Booth half a ccnturv a>»o. 

Speaking at the London celehr.-.tion of the JnhiTee in 
Ihc Royal Albert Hall, the General said: "I feel that wc have 
occasion especially to praise God both for that which is n;Ui. 
and for that which we realize the future holds for us!" 
(Ireat as is the occasion for saying Hallelujah! over the past, 
the reason for rejoicing which is greatest of all is that the 
Salvation Arms 'S not some vast monumental edifice, the 
building- up of which has given the world something which 
is a joy trj contemplate and which mav last, as it is. a com- 
plete and perfect building, for centuries to come, but that it 
is a living organism. Much as has been done, and as i|uickly 
as one door of opportunity has been passed, more and more 
work, oft-times of the most unexpected character, is thrown 
upon it, and further doors in altogether unanticipated direc- 
tions, open -before it. 

* * * . « .? 

THE VITALITY of the Salvation Army lias been demon- 
strated not only by"its having survived in robust health 
the fiery trials within and strenuous buffet ings without 
which marked its earlier days, and the even more dangerous 
and insidious temptations of later and easier limes, but by 
the life it has created wherever it has gone. Compare the 
condition of things in the Churches and in the sphere of 
Philanthropic. work as it was before the advent of the Army 
almost auywfiere, with what it is to-day. Nay. go beyond 
that ; compare the present-day attitude of those inautliority 
tov.ards the poor and unfortunate; see how prisoners are 
" dealt with; note the trend everywhere to look upon even the 
criminal in the light of a subject for every possible effort to 
bring aboutrcforniation, instead of an outcast who must 
not only Ire vindictively punished, but for ever afterwards 
branded as an evil-doer. We do uoi claim that nothing was 
done, nor would have been done without the Salvation Army, 
but under the Hand of God the Organization has been used 
to create in public consciousness such a conviction of man's 
duty to man, that the whole civilized world has been stirred 
to action. 

# ^- * * ¥ 

NO REFERENCE to our Jubilee could be complete with- 
out a tribute to the man under whose liar, as lie used 
sometimes smilingly to say, the whole Salvation Army 
at one time was to be found. We cannot do better than 
again quote from the Jubilee address of the General: — 

There must be in the mind t >f us all many thoughts, 
the first of which, perhaps, concerns our dear old 
General. Every day of my life I am increasingly con- 
scious that he was a man raised up by God for the 
accomplishment of a work purposed in the mind of 



God Himself. And looking back upon the history of 
the Army and recalling somethiug' of the struggles 
of the early days, I realise how God not onlv wonder- 
fully called him to that work, but as wonderfully 
sustained him in carrying it forward. 

Going a step further, I should say that there were 
two guiding ideas which, more than any others had 
to do with the work he accomplished for the world. 
First — It was firmly fixed in his mind that the lost 
can be saved, and, -second, that the saved can be made 
into saviours of others! (Volley.) And if you were 
to ask me from what single spring of purpose and 
thought the Salvation Arnij' sprang, next to- the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit, I should certainly say 
it came out of those two paramount convictions. 

How remarkably, also, he exploited what I think 
is the New Testament idea of religion — that it should 
be a fighting religion! From first to last he stands 
before us as an example of whole-hearted and desper- 
ate lighting for God, for the suffering, the poor, the 
lost, and the forgotten. 

If anything marks out the story of his life above 
other things, it is what he expressed at nearly the end 
of bis earthlycolirsc — that while there was a "suffering 
soul remaining, he would right for that soul; and 
■while there was a lost woman, he would fight for 
that woman; and while a drunkard still lived, he 
would fight for that drunkard; and while a criminal 
remained in the prisons, he would light for that 
criminal. 

# * * ^ v ■ ' 

IT WILL BE the desire of every Salvationist, and, indeed, 
of the many friends of the Organization who not only 
approve its work and its outcome, but like to look deeper 
and to understand the principles that underlie it, to have, as 
the contribution of "The War Cry" to the Jubilee celebra- 
tions, a statement of these which shall be as complete and 
authoritative as possible. During the course of the past few 
months the General gave to a representative of our Hritish 
contemporary a scries of interviews in which he dealt witit 
this aspect of the rise of the Organization. We feel we can- 
not do better than collect within the pages of our Jubilee 
Number these Interviews. Wc have, therefore, a "War 
Cry" which is unique because it may be said to be entirely 
the General's, and is certainly so because the articles it con- 
tains are thus contributed by the greatest living authority, 
by virtue of his knowledge of them from the beginning, oit 
the subjects that are dealt with.

viewer had requested enlightenment on behalf 
of "Cry" readers probably loomed up before 
our Leader's mind much as a huge mountain 
of many aspects, hia conception of the. pur' 
pose of the memorable event was clear and 
defined.

He continued : — 



"1 expect that we are going to make to the 
world a true presentment of the Army'a work,' 
and that we are going to do it in the most 
outspoken, demonstrative! — sensational, if you 
like— and characteristic manner possible.

any human power. Why, ihe Army, in the 
task it set out to do, was a contradiction — an 
anomaly! It was a kind of burning bush, in 
that it flourished in the very flame* that ought 
to -have consumed it. It lived by those very 
things it had to condemn and denounce and 
Bmash up! Just think, 'Its unselfishness re- 
buked the selfish; its aggression and outspok- 
enness offended the formal religionists; its 
happiness was a condemnation of the drab 
Christianity which was so predominant in 
those days. 
' "Ot, take this: That for years after the 

Army started, the Founder had to recruit his 
Evangeiiets from aome of the churches — and 
l.e got some valuable men, too. Yet all the 
time he was m diametrical opposition to many 
cf the views ot it.oae very churches as to carry- 
ing on a religioua crusade. So that it came 
about that we were continually struggling in 
, Lrt atmosphere that was not only unfavour- 
able, but actually opposed and unnatural to us.

glowed. Rapidly he was re-living the stir- 
ring episodes of the Organisation's past. Ques- 
tions wcrcrscareely needed to draw forth the 
treasures of his experience. 

"But I feel/' he said, "that, after all.Mhose 
outward difficulties which were so present 
with us, and which are still so moving to hear 
about — such aa slanders and mobs and pro- 
secutions and poverty — were comparatively 
small by the side of the difficulties that were 
within the people themselves who planted the 
young enterprise. Though there is no doubt 
wh:itever that William Booth was called by. 
God to do this work for God, there is no evi- 
dence to show thai he learned much about it 
until he came actually to do it. Thus you had 
in him, and in Mrs. Booth, and those imme- 
diately around them, alt sorts of prejudices' to 
remove and ancient shibboleths to dicpense 
with, 

WOMEN PREACHING 

"\ shall never forget the rebuke I received 
the first time 1 put up a girl of fender years to 
speak for Christ in the street, I whs told that 
this was rcnlly 'beyond anything," aud 1 know 
that I felt [ was ansuming a tremendous 
responsibility] Sincere people, you see, trying 
to walk a new road, but having to make that 
road before they walked on it. Shocked by 
'blunders' which we soon np.w thnt God -ap- 
proved, wc realized comcthing of what hrid to 
be overcome iu us!

Be sure that our Founders shrank just as much 
as anybody ci;c f.>_:n the cupposed intrusion 
upon traditional modesty and womanly deli- 
cacy, It was not merely that the men con- 
cerned were accused of being under 'petticoat 
government,' or charged with getting their 
living by the toil of the women— that wai 
external, and though painful, it ceased before 
long — but it was this inward perplexity as to 
whether it was the best method— whether it 
was right. 

"Further — there was a more subtle diffi- 
culty still. While earnestly seeking the mind 
of God; perceiving the vastnes* of the need; 
conscious that even a slight knowledge; of

that it was bom of the Divine Spirit," 

The General passed swiftly on to another' 
consideration, 

"The Army has been remnrkably helped to 
accomplish tU work by its ability to throw off 
what did not help it — to really leave tha 
things that nre behind. I do not any that it dm

Y reminded the General, "of the pecu- 

liar and adverse conditions, both 

internal and external, confronting the-Army 

at the start" 

"Yes; and I would like to add ar little to 
what l^iave already said on that subject. 
There is so much in the past that should en- 
courage and inspire U9 for the present and the 
future, and that has a bearjng even upon to- 
day's problems and difficulties. Perhaps the 
jnosr serious consideration facing us in those 
very early years was how to attract the atten- 
tion of the people-. It is almost impossible fer 
us to realize now the cold^atony indifference 
of the masses with regard lo religion that then 
prevailed. On the one hand, wo wsrc defined 
by the formal iclisionista because we g-ave free 
breakfasts, had a maternity club, and wen- 
run after by the "spongers* who ecc.i ted loaves 
and fishes; on the Oliver, the rather belter clem 
of w-orkinErnari sneered. "Oh, if I'm coins; to 
have religion at all, Ml go to chinch for il — f 
won't have this miserable thing that's running 
about ihe rtrceta!' 

WE PEGGED AWAY 

■'This is not to aay thai from the fceginnms 
the old General was not in himself r.n .-.Sec- 
tion, but [ have heard h:^i preach mightily lo 
not more than two hundred people in E^onl^r 
and Liuielioiise iilld Jjclhujl Gieeic. The piuj- 
Icin of getting at die people in bulk was (he 
problem." 

'And how was itTsolvcd, General?" 

"Wc pegged awayl We used the few fplks 
we had to secure more. The Soldiers — cud 1 
inrludr myself among ihcm — did the hulk of 
the ndvertiaing. J myself hod a bill-slicking 
outfit, a pair of candwich-boarda. and a hawk- 
«'f licenucl This fatter enabled me tu hawk 
the Mission magazine, ita Sons-book, and so 
forth in places -."here meeting^ were forbid- 
den. My method was to rcsd a Lit, explain 
it, ;md makt.- a ditili iai the people's rouls.

"Here arose another of our great difficul- 
ties. .We had not then learnt, aa we have since 
donfi, thr.t men and women in their first love 
to Christ are oflcn better for this pioneer work 
th?n others who have had a long probation 
p:nl become set and cnulious. So my father 
had to look towards the religious societies for 
some nl leapt of liis helpers, r.nd no doubt he 
r hi" hied fmm thrm unrr.e valuable material.

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1 hyp** dteories, we brought 
the'Worf of <*pd into the common life of the 
peoph*, and we have sent forth tens of thou- 
sand* of living epistles to interpret its spirit 
and its menage to mankind. 

"Salvation for every man, from every sin, 
yn>* first and foremost in our glorious proclam- 
ation. And while, thank God, the Army was 
not alone in this, t do think it struck a distinc- 
tive note in at least one particular—— namely, 
its insistence upon nmmntnTteoua action. Thus 
the message has always been followed by the 
application': Salvation for you— and Salvation 
on the spotl -All over the world this blessed 
compulsion has been and ia bong put upon 
souls. " .. ^ 

"The Army has Sever equivocated about 
the solemn truth of a Heaven and a hell— the 
one to be gained, the other to be shunned. 
While it has arwnys been immensely impressed 
*with the compassion which does not exagger- 
ate his, guilt, but on the, contrary, pities, the 
sinner, yet it baa ever been keen and fierce in 
its denunciation of wrong-doing and in its 
contention that in the very nature of things 



sin must either be patdoned here or be pun- - 
■shed .hereafter* 'Give up your wickedness^ 
we have said in ever^ language under heaven; 
'drop all your devilish doings — -or you will 
surely be damned]'* . 

"Nor can I exaggerate the importance of 
the Array*" proclamation of a Full Salvation. 
A second experience equally definite with the 
New Birth, in which the Holy Spirit takes full 
possession of body, soul, and spirit, and casts 
oqt all that is displeasing to God. 1 have never 
met a definition of this mighty truth in its rela- 
tion to sin more compiehenaive or more 
simple than that which the Founder used to 
give of the distinctive experiences which a 
man undergoes; (1) Under sin; (2) Over' 
sin; (3) Without sin.' This last blessed ex- 
perience has been one of the secrets of our

scarcely less measure is the world indebted to ' 
it for its faithful upholding of the whole Truth 
of God.

IV^WITNESSING? AND OVERCOMING 



The Army's [Stern Battling for Its Principles, and Its Conquest Over Insidious Foes 



THE SEQUENCE of conflieis which the 
Army's Jubilee commemorates would not 
be complete without some allusion to an- 
other kind of opposition than that which 
the General has already so' graphically dcscrihetl. 
Fought neither against physical violence nor 
legal twlstings and snbtcrfugc, (bis battle was 
more insidious, and therefore even more danger- 
oas to the growing community which God had 
led His servant William Booth to found, and 
which was bctaf Divinely led forth to a larger 
destiny for the promotion of His Kingdom. ~ 

Asked whether there bad not been giayc diffi- 
culties, if not losses, involved tu failliful adher- 
ence to the principles which the Army believed 
to have been revealed, aod to which be referred 
in the previous Interview, the General at once as- 
sented. 

"To begin with, in those early years," he said, 
"wc encountered formidable opposition from the- 
oul-and«out infidel parly. ' There -was prevalent 
at that time a species of blatant, challenging in- 
fidelity, of whkh the late Charles Dradlaugh was 
the leading exponent. This form of unbelief had 
various manifestations. There were, for example, 
the poor, deluded creatures who went about on 
the "StrikC'ine-dead-whilc-I-wait" model. Wc 
smile now at this foolish and puerile bravado, hut 
at the time it was a very real factor in the Iiatilc^ 
for Righteousness which we had 10 wage both in 
parts of London -and in some of the principal 
towns outside. 

"Then there were what you might call the his- 
torical rcviicrs, who brought out all the evil 
things — mostly imaginary — which were supposed 
to have been perpetrated by the followers of 
Jesus Christ. 'There was ntso tlit infidelity which 
was always seeking 'occasion 01 stumbling* by 
challenging -to debates. 

CHALLENGED SOMETHING t 
"This was one of the 6rst forms of trouble 
with which wc met iu the East End of London, 
and was particularly associated with an individ- 
uaj known colloquially as "Scolty." His hunt- 
ing ground was the Milc-Knd Koad t and he 
brought almost every harangue to tbc same cli- 
max — namely, that he challenged somebody or 
something! For a Jong white .we could eeniwty 
hold ao open-air meeting but this type of imcr- 
runtcr emerged and aired his distractions." 
"And how did the Army eventually overcome?" 
"It overcame by the power of testimony! 
From the very start we said 10 uur ji^ople. "Don't 
argue! Your business is tint to confute; this is 
- not a matter of huinau reasoning. Put up some 
whuejsfia to the power of God and changed 
lives l -1 Agaiast such witnessing, no opposition 
eould stand! When a witness like John Allen, 
the concerted, navvy, for example, aUwd forth in 
his own street and boldly declared to his males, 
'Men, YOQ-&BOE? mc! You know what I was— 
von know what I asi. Jf J do not Jive it, knock 
pae down!' so . answer cauH be made. It was as 



effective a witness to the power of Jlsjis Christ 
as was that of the manjiorn blind: 'One tiling I 
know, that, whereas I was hlind, now I see.' 

"Tt was much the same with the very bitter and 
widespread animosity ot the idea of the sacrifice 
of Jesus Christ, which was nt one time experi- 
enced. 'The oitencs of the Cross' was .1 reality 
indeed. Possibly some of our dear, earnest com- 
rades did seem almost to invite tins form of op- 
position by their perfectly sincere, hut crudely- 
expressed allusions to the death of tbc Saviour. 
But that did not excuse ihc almost malicious 
eagerness with which even magistrates nnd sonic 
□1 those holding public positions suized upon lliis 
as a pretext for denouncing 115 as proclaiming a 
'religion of the shambles.' Gradually the Army 
triumphed over this also, except among the nnr- x 
row intellectuals, by the persistent presentation 
of the Truth, emphasized by the testimony of 
those who had been saved. I repeat, we did not 
meet these accusations by arguments, references 
to Scripture texts, or theological Lags, but by the 
living testimony of those who, from their own 
experience, could R.iy that they were redeemed 
with 'Ihc precious ttlood of Christ, as of a Lamb 
without blemish aud without snot/ Wc sang, 
and were "never tired of singing; —

And hear the Blosd ipeak that hath am we red for mal 
"Another problem which met us, at any rate in 
the late siivtuuitij uttd the eighties, was the then

"Wh'at was the effect of ail this, Generaf, upon 
the men and women who were the victims of 
such hatred and ill-treatment?" 

"They rejoiced Intholr suffering. They loved 
thciV persecutors. Ttiey went on with their work 
for God. Not only so, hut the Army grewjind 
spread, ever extending to other towns, in many 
of which— Portsmouth, Toiquay, Reading, Wes- 
ton-super-Mare, Sheffield. Northampton, East- 
bourne, and others-similar scenes of opposition 
and unreasoning violence were witnessed.^ In 
not a few instances this persecution was found 
to he organized more or less definitely hy tbc^ 
publicans, whose trade had no doubt Buffered 
materially, and indeed continues to suffer, 
through the work of the Army. But beyond this, 
it was the outcome of the spirit of lawlessness 
which fears neither God nor man, which, admits 
neither the claims of the one nor of the other. 
As John'Bright wrote to us in a letter which Avas 
extensively published at the time — he had no 
doubt that the people who molested us would 
have molested the Apostle*' 

DEBATE IN PARLIAMENT 

"Questions now began to*e asked in Farlia-.. 
mem. A short debate took place in the House of 
Lords, in which Earl Cairns spoke some weighty 
words, and he was fallowed by Lord Coleridge, 
who was, or afterwards became, Lord Chief Jus- 
tice. Some of the newspapers took one side, 
pome another; and it was soon evident that a 
very serious division of opinion existed as to 
whether there*" was or was not liberty in this 
country to conduct any kind of religious effort 
in the open-air if it were objected to by any sec- 
tion of the community. 

"The disorder that arose, was naturally very 
objectionable to the magistrates, numbers of 
whom conceived the idea of issuing proclama- 
tions with a view to prohibiting and preventing 
open-air meetings. These proclamations had, of 
course, the effect of aggravating the difficulty . 
and increasing the fury of the rabble. 

"They affected to he sent out under different 
authorities, such as the by-laws of particular 
localities, local Acts of Parliament, Highway 
Acts, and others, again,- apparently on the per- ■ 
ional authority of the magistrates who signed 
them. As soon a* they were- issued Chief Con- 
stables or others took out summonses, or war- 
rants, under them, and our Officers were arrested, 
brought before the magistrates^ sometimes fined 
■with the alternative of so many days' imprison- 
ment, in other cases sent to jail straight off with- 
out the option of a flue. 

. TEST IN LAW COURTS 

"Now was our opportunity for testing tn the 
Law Courts. the question of our freedom to 
preach Christ in the streets. Accordingly where 
men or women had been east into prison, we 
entered an appeal and applied in each ense for a 
writ of Habeas Corpus. These applications were 
generally granted at once hy the High Courts, 
and the.Omcers released pending the appearand 
when these appeals were Heard we were invari- 
ably successful. 

"A celebrated dictum laid down in another* 
case by a former Lord Chief Justice— thar-if one 
£ct of people are engaged In performing a lawful 
net, another set may not do an unlawful net in 
order to hinder them— had n ■ friarkcd effect. 
Magistrates gradually changed their tactics, their 
proclamations were seen to be valueless, and In- 
deed our Counsel frequently tore them up in 
Court before thefr eyes! 

"But the Army was not yet out of the Courts I 
The police trotted out that more modern hogy— 
Obstruction. Three neople~standing together on 
the highway were held to be causing an obstruc- 
tion, even though it were admitted that nobody 
was obstructed I Old by-laws were ferreted out 
that forbade altogether that which the law o£ the 
' land gave power only to regulate;- Again and 
again, however, wc succeeded in upsetting these" 
contentions, and in having the bylaws ruled out 
as being ultra vires— bad in law and even worse 
in practice I 

MAGISTRATES QUEER ACTIONS 
" "Strange things were happening during all ih'V 
Magistrates who had imposed fines' that our com- ' 
rades,. on' principle, refused to pay, and so were 
put in prison, rushed off to pay the fines them- 
£elvesl Sometimes they wanted to bring the Sal- 



vationists out. quietly in i -' t te t *^k fc *»t2j l Sfe : 
like Paul of old, protested, 'The/ have Uftttfl- H» 
openly ... and have cast us into wiWBiJMJi;

creatures of vice, blocked by queues waiting to 
get into the theatres and. dancing houses, and 
made use of in every cone eivabfemanner -for the 
benefit of the drink traffic, and indeed other traf- 
fics in- which the devil takes delight 

"We were determined that those streets should 
also be free for the messengers of Jesuft Christ, - 
and so we fought and fought and fought on I 
Some even oi our'frtends thought we were un- 
wise and withdrew from us; many small-hearted 
folks, even in our ranks, saw only failure ahead—* 
h'iit, praise the Lord! wc succeeded, and, by His 
help, continue unto this day." 

"You have often spoken gratefully, General, of 
the legal adviser; and others who assisted the 
Army to win thU battle, There were some very 
interesting personalities amongst them?" 

"Very I While there were always to he found 
lawyers who \fiO'-~ the wrong side— and some of 
them, by the way, came to unhappy endings— we 
were most fortunate in securing 1 the assistance of 
high-principled men, who fought for„us with a 
skill and industry and courage which no fees 
could adequately requite. 

WARM CHAMPIONS 

"These included Sir Henry Matthews, after- 
wards 'made Home Secretary i Mr. (now Sir) 
Edward Clarke; Mr. R. Suthurst, one of our 
most valiant champions who went up and down 
the land on our behalf, and worked tor the most 

-paltry fees; Mr, Richardson, now dend, a solici- 
tor and Common Councilman of the City nf Lon- 
don; Mr. Vaughan Williams, later on a judge; 
Mr. Asquith, afterwords Prime -Minister;, Mr. 
Willis, K.C., and other well-known men, Our 
own solicitors, Messrs. Ranger, Burton, and 
Frost, also did some splendid work. 

Let me say this, too— that directly wc got into 
the Higher Courts wc found ourselves, with one 
notable exception, in a new atmosphere, The 
Judges we're not only men with breadth of mind

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VII^THE PRINQPLE OF SE1.F SUPPORT 

A Notable TiromiA— Wliat We Owe To It— Impossible to Sustain or Extend the Array's 
Work Unless It Had Been Adopted , 



HOW the Salvation Army has; succeeded 
not merely in maintaining bm in extend- 
ing itself* and how it nas avoided coming 
|q grief on financial as well as on numerous 
other roeksj is a subject that,' as wilt be seeri, 
edmes well within the scope of the two Jnbilcc 
watcinvords- n Tictoryl and Hallelujah!" Well 
may wc praise God that the great and sound 
principle of Self-Support was adopted from the 
earlv dnvs and adhered to during all the years 
since. What we owe to it, the present interview 
most Interestingly sets forth. 

BEGAN WITH NOTHING 

"In so far as money is concerned, General, the 
Annv liejran with nothing, did it not?" we asked. 

"The finance of tne Army has, from the vcrv 
heciniiiiif!, involved a-stern struggle," he replied. 
"The Movement was born in absolute penury. - 
Nobody connected with it, from the old General 
down, possessed n sovereign; and there was abso- 
lulclv no promise of a sovcrcifiii— nay. not pros- 
jitci'of :i sovereign, let alone siifilcicnt to supply 
the jiLTSoiial needs of any human liein^. Again 
and aj, r nin I have heard the dear old Founder 
say that he had neither a shilling nor a friend! 
And I am quite sure that it was equally true oi 
those who gathered around him. 

"All the same, in the earliest days of the 
in fan I community it was seen that it we desired 
it to remain a community, money would he a 
jiccessitv. Fifty occasions for this were evident. 
Buildings must be hired or built; evangelists or 
lenders must be provided with their daily bread; 
the [ioor and neglected must be cared for; the 
work must be made known; and, indeed, any 
sort oi progress meant expense. 

MUST BE SELF-SUPPORTING 

"The moment, therefore, the design came to 
include llie perpetration of the work, the prob- 
lem tiuiv it should be financed leapt to the front- 
While the efforts .were spasmodic and discon- 
nected. :md more or less tempo rary— well, rrrtmcy 
cniihl he found hy casual gifts, occasional ap- 
peals, ruLcl 5o on. Out no anc who has had any 
experience of such matters is ignorant of the 
tremendous difficulty of cOEaing back again and 
apaii] to the same people for help to continue 
over long periods of time an effort of this nature. 
Quite orly on, it was evident that if the work 
was to endure, especially if the Organization was 
lw looh forward to anything in the way oi per- 
manent agression 0n the Kingdom of Evil, then, 
as it could not he financed from the outside, it 
must he financed from within itself— in other 
ivordF. k must become self-sopportin^- 

"Out (he members of our community did not 
possess the mean's to maintain it. They were 
very poor, were drawn almost entirely from 
classes which found it exceedingly difficult to rise 
ahove a certain level of "hand-to-mouth existence, 
and therefore for a time it was necessary to sup- 
plement the money raised by the people in their 
different groups from the Funds at ihc Centre. 
Few uf the fir.it stations became anything like 
self-supporting for some years after their estab- 
lishment. They were kept going by the gifts of 
a few frit i ids which formed a central fund; it 
was only one by one, and with no little difficulty 
and hesitation, that they were set upon thefr own 
feet. Hut isi 1S78, when the Array took its name, 
wc had already abundantly proved that'the little 
eomniiiui'iesAf people ui the different localities 
Could, as a gtncral rule, be supported by their 
own Kids and exertions. 

POSSIBILITIES OF EXTENSION 

"ft was then, that wc realized the possibilities 
of a li-idc extension of the work. But wc saw 
also that such an extension could not possibly be 
undertaken if hundreds, or thousands, of the. 
Societies that we Tcrc planting veav to depend 
. "pent the Centre. The principle, of self-support 
was firmly decided upon. Tbe idea spread to all 
points of the compass . The work was estab- 
lished in town saftcr townj'in some, a permanent 
force was quickly raised; in others, a force was 
raised which melted awa£ again in consequence 
ot opposition or other dttScullics encountered; 
while m some places the progress was slow and 
great hardships fell to Use 3ot of the workers." 
it must have required teausuH courage asd 



determination to persevere with' such an. ad- 
vanced step as this. Did you not meet with 
opposition r" 

"Multitudes of people still living must remem- 
ber how for years one of the most painful sland- 
ers circulated concerning- us was that 'General 
Booth starved his Officers.' Indeed, we came to 
be called, in some localities, 'The Starvation 
Army' — the 'suggestion being that whili General 
Booth or those constituting .the central authority 
of the Army had abundant funds, they 'left the 
toiling workers in one place or another without 
the bare necessaries of life! Now, there is no 
doubt that many of the Officers did, at this time, 
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lelp to Support the 
m Country

suffer great privation, Some of them were care- 
less and thoughtless, but the great bulk wCrc so 
absolutely devoted to their work," so thoroughly 
understood our aim. nnd were so entirely im- 
bued with the desire to make each Station self- 
supporting, that they would not apply for the 
assistance which they might have got ; for at no 
time did we neglect to make provision for the 
actual need of all. 

ONLY HOPE OF PERMANENCE 

"On the other band, we saw that the only hope 
of permanence, not only in this but in other 
countries, was to make the Station provide what 
was necessary, and wc deliberately accepted the 
contumely and abuse as pari of the price wc had 
to pay for establishing the principle that the 
Officers of the Army must support themselves by 
the success of ihcir work. All over Ihe world 
to-day von have got this principle firmly rooted 
that the Salvation Army, being a worthy Servant 
of th* community, ought to be supported by the 
community. And it has answered beyond all 
expectations. 

"Thus you have this work being carried on in 
thousands of places, besides the philanthropic 
Centres— none of Them spoon-fed, weakling 
things, but even in the Missionary Lands where 
money has to he sent them the principle of con- 
tribution by the people has been strongly estab- 
lished . 

"What a wonderful achievement this is ! How 
improbable it wonld have seemed to the ordinary 
onlooker even thirty, to say nothing of fifty, 
years ago! I do not for one moment doubt that 
it is the greatest triumph of what if called the 
voluntary principle in such work that religion 
Jias ever seen — arid it is Ihe Lord's doing I" 

"And this principle of self-support was asso- 
ciated with other principles scarcely less import- 
ant. General f" 

■'Yes, for delightful as all this is to raflect upon, 
there is another aspect of the .Army's financial 
life which is, in its own way, equally significant, 
namely, the principle that the strong ought to 
help the weak— nay, that the strong and the weak 
ought to help one another! Here we go it step 



forward from merely the idea of self-support to) 
that of self-propagation, the one providing for 
the maintenance of existing foicc:*, the other sup- 
plying the means for what I have already termed 
aggression" upon the Kingdom of Evil." 

"What were the special methods devised ior? 
effecting these objects?*' 

EARLY FINANCIAL EFFORTS 

"From the start^cfrorts were everywhere tnndc 
within ourselves to raise money for work other 
than that carried on among the people from 
whom wc begged it. Perhaps the earliest fur in 
of this \v.t.s what was ciilteil the Quarterly Col- 
lections. These were a quarterly offering at each 
station, and which was set apart for new work. 
Although the amounts thus secured were com.v 
p.irativcly trilling, the principle was established 
ihat every community, no inaittT bow .small or 
great its own financial burden, might lo give 
something to help forward Christ's Kingdom in 
the region, 1 ! bpyoncl. 

Later on, this particular effort was meiyci. 
into others. Then came ihe Self-Dc-nial Knnd ! 
Ab! the comrade— known and esteemed tu-thiyas 
Commissioner Carlcion— who in n meeting iit 
the old Kxctcr 11*11 proposed Hi givL' up. his pud- 
ding in order 10 assist the Army, lias won ;i kind 
of inimorlalitv. The old (ieucral':. practical wis- 
dom ncitcU upon it, and while lit would not sanc- 
tion life Officer; going without iliurr pudding, he 
said, "Whv not have an annual effort in which 
every one shall he invited to perform some net 
of sclf-deiiinl?' This became the first organized 
effort of the Army people themselves for .spread- 
ing our work in other lauds. Ai first the whole 
amount thus raised was ior internal purpose:, in, 
each country, but its the results increased ;i por- 
tion was always set apnrL /or the 1 leal hen Lands* " 

HELPING OTHERS 

''Of course, altogether aside from these annual 
appeals, there have been numerous emitrihmions 
from Army Corps fur work of one kind ov an- 
other in other countries. One of the latest ex- 
amples of this is furnished by the Repent ITnlL 
Corps in London,- which is rtminp ihe funds 
necessary "to build a Hall in Rhcitns lo replace the 
one destroyed in (lie war, and I understand that 
already a large proportion of the amount aimed - 
at has* been contributed by our own Soldiers. 

"Here wc see the enlarged idea of self-support 
in operation — the preparation for the expansion 
of the Annv by' the cscriioiis M its Soldiers. 
While it is [fne that in every country a consider- 
able portion of the Self-Denial 1'itiid is obtained 
from outside oitrsclrcs, nevertheless it is part of 
the scheme to go and pet this money, to work: 
for it, and in this way a fund of considerable di- 
mensions has been" raised for work outside tlio 
* circle of those who provide it." 

Very emphatically came the GencrnTs declar- 
ation: — 

"But for this principle it would have been im- 
possible cither to begin or to curry on the Army's 
Missionary Work. It hfLd been extcmU-d to 
every country; ami every Territory, including 
even those which receive assistance from the ' 
Self- Denial Fund towards their own Missionary 
enterprises, contributes to ihe l-'niul. It is hue 
fair to add that the Old Country, in this as in 
every other similar matter, lakes the lead, and 
thnt it is the only country, with perhaps the ck- 
eeptioii of Australia and New Zealand, which has 
not received a sixpence for its own work from 
any other part of the Army world. At the sainct 
time it has, year after year, conirilnitcd jroncrous 
sums for the assistance of the work in other 
lands. 

HAS GIVEN IT LIBERTY 

"Where would the Army have been but for? 
this principle, I ask? Hnnc; tip in sonic holc-nnd- 
coruer district of the land ot its birth, without 
an outlook beyond its narrow boundaries or a 
future worth speaking: of! This is die Brand idea' 
that lias given it liberty and scut its Flap; around 
the earth— (1) That if you have 'got a rcliRtoti 
worth having ,thc first proof will be that you 
will want to maintain it; and (2) If you have?

Yet, imagine what thia has meant to the Sal- 
vation Army; how in every part of the world 
we have harnessed those wonderfully catch- 
ing melodies to our glorious message, and 
given to the Truth new wings which The Old 
Hundredths 7 and Gregorian chants — beauti- 
ful as many of them are, never could have 
provided. 

"These, of course, are mostly matters 
affecting the inward movement and spirit in 
the old days," observed the General. "There 
were also outward obstructions, as I have said 
before, but here wo see proved again that the 
thfcig which was most opposed to the Army 
often became its greatest help. To instance 
but oner-islander, 

"In those early days we were accused of 
various thing*. Then it turned out that these 
wicked fictions had become the vehicle of 
the widest publicity. No printing, for instance, 
eso processions, no preachments could possibly 
have had the same wide-spread effect upon 
the people, @C* far aa_ making them aware of 
the Army's e&islence was concerned, which 
the malicious story of 'creeping for Jesus'pro-' 
duced. 

"Thifl same kind of thing hao gone on to the 



present day, more or leaa, so that I think I 
can safely challenge any reader of 'The War 
Cry' to enter into any company, in nny part 
of the world, and announce boldly, '1 believe 
in .the Salvation Army I' without finding an in- 
stant diviaion amongst those present — some 
taking one side, some the other. Why? Be- 
cause the Army ia the living subject." 

The General "pulled himself up" with a 
perceptible effort, to conclude on the note 
upon which he hed atarted: 

"Now, I say that I want to praise God for 
all this. I want every Salvationist to take off 
his cap ond go down before Jifs God and say, 
'Now, Lord, 1 thank Thee for Thy Guiding 
Hand that brought our little barque safely 
through the stormy seas of the early days; 
for the wisdom Thou gavest to the dear old 
General; for the courage imparted to Cather- 
ine Booth; and for the grace and love end 
sympathy with which Thou didst inspire those 
who gathered to their side. I thank Thee for 
all Thou hast done to make the Salvation 
Army the blessing which it has been to the 
world!'" 

And this was the General's appropriate 
"Amen": — 

"The Jubilee is to form a stage upon which 
we want to bring out the memorials of His 
mercy and mi&1it and love to us and to all 
mankind I"
